HOLD FUNERAL WEDNESDAY. 


Deceased Was Born In Virginia In 
1843 and Had Resided in Pettis

best known citiz^ s, committed sui­ 
cide at his home, 701 W est Broad­ 
way, at 12:30 o’clock p. m. Monday, 
by shooting himself in the head. The 
bullet from a 38-calibre rev olv er en­ 
tered the right temple and passed 
througli the head and out of the l ^ t 
temple, after which it shattered a 
mirror before which Mr. Hansberger 
was standing when he fired the fatal 
shot. 
Death was instantaneous. 
The funeral will be held from the 
family residence at 2 o’clock tomor­ 
row afternoon, the Rev . E. A. Nev ille, 
rector of Calv ary Episcopal church, 
officiating.

Fails to Die as Scheduled. 


The unav ailing efforts of a centen­ 
arian to die on a particular day were 
recently responsible for an extraordi­ 
nary scene at the island shrine of 
Sadha Bella, at Sukkur, India, says 
the Korean Daily News. 
A Sadhu, 
aged 110, arriv ed at the shrine from 


tery, the following gentlemen serv ing 
as pall-bearers: A. D, Stanley, CapL 
T. C. Holland, Harv ey J. Smith, Lee 
Monroe, John A. Collins and A. E. Po- 
teet. 
Mr. Hansberger had not been in 
good health for some time past, and, 
in addition, his eyesight was rapidly 
failing. 
These 
afflictions, 
coupled 
with financial losses, undoubtedly re­ 
sulted in temporary aberration 
of 
mind, which was the direct cause of 
the rash act. 
Mr. Hansberger 
was 
bom 
near 
Brentsv ille, Va., May 5, 
1843, 
and 
was educated at the Episcopal acad­ 
emy at Fredericksburg, Va. 
Later, 
he taught school, and when the Civ il 
war broke out he enlisted in the Con­ 
federate cav alry, under Major Belden, 
of Stuart’s brigade. 
He participated 
in the following battles: 
The sev en 
days’ fight at Richmond, Gettysbnrg, 
Appomattox, Yellow Tav ern and Fred­ 
ericksburg. 
He was also present at 
the surrender of Richmond after the 
siege. 
At the close of the war Mr. Hans- 
berger started for Mexico with Fitz 
Hugh Lee and others, but reconsider­ 
ed and returned to Virginia, where he 
was paroled in 1865. 
In 1686, at Meadv ille, Va., 
Mr. 
Hansberger was united in marriage 
to Miss Mary E. Henderson, who died 
in Sedalia in 1876. 
Threb children 
were horn of the union, all of whom 
are liv ing, v iz: 
James Hansberger, 
who resides in the state of Washing­ 
ton; Mrs. James Spencer and Mrs. 
Frank Monroe, both liv ing here. 
Mr. Hansberge*' came 
to 
Pettis 
county in 1869, and for a time t a u ^ t 
school. In 1875 he was elected county 
superintendent of schools, and later 
he was elected a member of the coun­ 
cil from the Fourth ward, on the dem­ 
ocratic ticket, serv ing sev eral term s 
most acceptably. 
In 1880 Mr. Hansberger was united 
in marriage to Miss Mary Owens, who 
surv iv es him, as does one daughter 
by his second marriage.

Sp eak ing of the conflicting v iews 
some p u blic sp eak ers tak e of existing 
conditions, the 
Denv er Rep u blican 
has the following sensible editorial 
which is well worth reading: 
“While Senator La Follette, of Wis­ 
consin is p redicting that within ten 
years we shall be in the midst of a 
terrible crisis riv aling the civ il war 
in horror and 
intensity, 
Gov ernor 
Folk , of Missou ri, sees only a bright 
and allu ring p rosp ect, the dawn of a 
p eriod in which lawlessenss and p riv i­ 
lege will cease and the establishment 
of eiiu al rights will be comp lete. 
“The v isions of these p rop hets are 
lirodu cts of their env ironm ent 
La 
Follette, in the midst of a stru ggle 
against the railroads, Imagines that 
his battle is so great that it will In­ 
v olv e the whole nation and that thu s 
the crisis p redicted will come abou t. 
Gov ernor Folk , on the other hand, Is 
cheered and encou raged by the su c­ 
cess he has achiev ed in his warfare 
against lawlessness and p riv ilege and 
his efforts to secu re adequ ate recogni­ 
tion for the rights of the p eop le. 
He 
think s there Is a great moral awak en­ 
ing and rev iv al; and to a certain ex­ 
tent he is right, bu t not to the degree 
of ju stifying his p rediction that the 
end of lawlessness is at hand.

There 
is danger, thou gh,

dealers may tak e adv antage of the 
times to p u t u p p rices to p rohibitiv e 
figu res, as they did when bu slnes« 
was booming a few years ago.

Tlie “sweat” bath of the Indian is 
a cu ri‘-ah warranted by the tribal 
iiHMlicine man to cu re anything and 
L*v i‘ryihing from 
su nbu rn 
to corns, 
says the Portland Oregonian. 
It is 
tak en In a p rimitiv e bu t effectiv e man­ 
ner. 
When the Indian feels the langu or 
of disease stealing ov er his frame he 
hies himself to a brook and in some 
conv enient p lace by the side of a deep 
p ool bu ilds himself a “sweathou se.” 
This hou se is bu ilt of willow and ha; 
zel p oles, bent lik e the center wick et 
in a croqu et set. Ov er these are wrap ­ 
p ed sk ins and blank ets u ntil the p lace 
is p ractically air tight. 
An op ening 
ju st large enou gh^ to allow a man to 
crawl throu gh is left close to the 
grou nd and this op ening is cov ered 
with a flap , which may be tightly fast­ 
ened from the inside when desired. 
When tliis hou se has been comp leted 
the p atient bu ilds a fire close by and 
into it rolls a nu mber of large stones, 
which he heats red hot. 
He then re­ 
tires to the interior of the hou se, ac­ 
comp anied by no 
clothes, the hot 
stones and a large v essel of water. 
He closes the door, p ou rs the water 
ov er the stones and endu res a p rimi­ 
tiv e bu t at the same time effectiv e 
Tu rk ish bath. 
When the sick man 
can stand the heat and steam no long­ 
er he break s from the hou se, follow­ 
ed by a clou d of steam and p ersp ira­ 
tion drii)p ing from ev ery p ore and 
p lu ng<*s headlong into the ice cold 
dep th of the p ooh 
This treatment is said to be ef- 
fi ctiv e for a great many diseases. 
It 
u ndou btedly aided in the creation of 
a hardy race of warriors by k illing 
off ail bu t those which cou ld not be 
k illed by anything short of su p erhu ­ 
man agency. 
In 1847, while Dr. Whitman and his 
family were camp ed with the Cayu ses, 
inu ju st begiiming to hav e some su c­ 
cess toward ov ercoming their p reju ­ 
dices and gaining their friendship , an 
ep idemic of measles brok e ou t in the 
tribe. 
Dr. Whitman and his wife did wdiat 
they cou ld for the su ffering Indians. 
The doctor p rescribed for Üiem ou t ot 
his store of medicines, and wou ld 
hav e check ed the disease in all p roba­ 
bility had not the jealou sies of the 
Indian medicine men, cou p led with 
the cu stoms of 
the 
Indians them­ 
selv es, p ersu aded the su fferers to try 
the wonders of the sweat bath cu re. 
It seemed a good idea to the Indian 
mind. 
If the w'hite medicine man’s 
p rescrip tion was 
good, 
the Indian 
medicine man’s remedy wou ld help it 
ou t. 
As a resu lt of this reasoning, hu n- 
dre<ls of the strick en Indians took the 
sweathou se cou rse of treatment and 
wt‘re fished ou t of the p ool dead as 
resu lt of the su dden disap p earance of 
the measles. 
This p lagu e of death v isited on the 
tribe w’as p laced to the accou nt of 
Dr. Whitman, and he was accu sed of 
hav ing giv en the Indians p oison when 
he p retended to giv e them medicine. 
Partly, largely in fact, on this ac­ 
cou nt the massacre was p lanned and 


c a rrie d ou t. 
It is a fact, therefore, 
that the Indian sweathou se was the 
indirect cau se of the Whitman massa­ 
cre.
